Re claim 1 1; the prior art of record, and in particular Sugawara et al (US 
5,432,820 A), fails to teach or suggest an apparatus for recording and regenerating 
data, comprising: a first likelihood converting part converting the first calculation result 
into a first likelihood of the first calculation result, the first likelihood corresponding to the 
first data; and a second decoding part generating a synthesized sample value for the 
first data by a synthesizing process based on the first likelihood, wherein the first 
decoding part calculates the pass metric based on the second likelihood converted by 
the second likelihood converting part.
